ba Jan. 21. The Dukes of Courland and Meck- 
lénbourg have been here fome Days incognito, as well 
to recommend their Interefts to the King, as to par- 
take of the Diverfions of the Carnaval, which will laft 
till the End of next Month. His Majefty has named 
Count de Poniatowski to ferve and affift the Prince 
Royal as Minifter. Nothing has as yet been conclu- 
ded touching our Alliance with Ruffia.. A Fire having 
broke out in the King’s Stables, the whole Building has 
been reduced to Afhes, and 28 of his Majefty’s Horfes, 
and a.great Quantity of Forage, confumed, 
f the Grand Mouf.

tor; a Diamond to Madame de Bagnols, Wife to 
the Intendant of Flanders; a Diamond worth 20,000 
Livres to Madame. de Herfe, one of her Friends; 
her Ear-Rings to Madame de Suilly ; a rich Dia- 
mond to M. Belanger, her Notary ; s000 Livres to the 
rmelites in the Suburb of &. Germain, where her 
Serle is depofited ;the like Sum to the Nuns of St. 
Mary, where her Heart is laid, and a like Sum to the 
Carmelites of Ponroife, where her Body is to be inter-

Paris, Feb. 6. _The Comptroller-General of the Fi-.
